All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  by  the  above  described  alley  vacation  being  situated  in  the 
ilortheast  Quarter,  Section  3,  Township  30  North,  Range  1£  Last  and 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.
